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Lambs 


Commentary 

Slaughter  lamb  prices  continued  to  strengthen  in 
late  July  and  early  August,  with  U.S.  prices 
advancing  to  record  high  levels.  By  mid-August 
there  was  some  evidence  of  buyer  resistance  to 
the  extremely  high  lamb  prices  in  the  U.S.,  but 
supplies  of  product  remained  tight  compared  to 
the  year-ago  level.  At  the  time  of  writing,  most 
U.S.  lamb  prices  were  still  above  $80  per  cwt, 
live  weight. 

The  mid-August  sheep  and  lamb  sale  in  Edmonton 
reported  good  demand  on  a  volume  of  1,275 
head.  Good  slaughter  lambs  were  quoted  from 
$85-$90  per  cwt  with  sales  to  $95.  Feeder  lambs 
were  quoted  from  $95-$  115  with  some  sales 
higher. 

Bids  at  Canada  West  Foods  in  Innisfail  have 
increased  this  past  month,  in  response  to  the 
strength  in  outside  markets.  Slaughter  lamb  prices 
were  quoted  in  a  live  weight  range  of  $90-$95  per 
cwt  as  of  mid-August.  Canada  West  Foods  has 
gone  back  to  the  practice  of  quoting  lamb  prices 
on  a  live  weight  range  basis.  The  bid  range 
better  reflects  the  variety  of  pricing  options 
available  to  producers  at  Canada  West  Foods. 
Producers  have  several  pricing  alternatives, 
including  railgrade  sales. 

Outlook 

With  U.S.  lamb  prices  near  record  high  levels 
and  a  seasonal  increase  in  production  ahead,  the 
time  seems  ripe  for  a  downturn  in  prices.  In  the 
local  market  we  are  heading  into  the  season  of 
peak  marketings  and  lowest  prices.  I  expect  the 
fall  decline  in  lamb  prices  to  be  quite  modest  on 
both  sides  of  the  border.  The  American  flock  is 
much  smaller  now,  and  lamb  should  remain  in 
relatively  tight  supply  compared  to  the  year-ago 
period.  Alberta  lamb  prices  could  drift  below  the 
$90  per  cwt  level,  but  are  less  likely  to  drop 
below  $80  this  fall.

Commentary 

Pulse  and  mustard  crop  bids  have  been 
strengthening  over  the  past  month  even  though 
crop  development  has  progressed  well.  It  appears 
that  harvest  will  occur  at  a  very  fast  pace  if 
weather  conditions  remain.  An  open  September 
would  translate  into  very  good  quality  special 
crops. 

The  biggest  surprise  to  date  has  been  the  strong 
feed  pea  bids.  At  the  time  of  writing  bids  for 
immediate  delivery  were  in  the  range  of  $4.60  to 
$4.70  per  bushel.  Traders  have  commented  that 
even  at  these  levels  producers  are  binding  early 
production  in  hopes  of  higher  prices.  Buyers  may 
indeed  be  forced  to  pay  higher  prices  in  the  near 
term  however  it  will  likely  only  be  a  short  lived 
rally.  Currently  conditions  in  Europe  have 
increased  demand  for  protein  substitutes  due  to 
rising  domestic  feed  grain  prices.  The  E.U.  is  in 
a  transition  period  as  new  crop  oilseed  meal 
supplies  have  not  yet  come  on  stream.  Once  crush 
levels  increase  we  will  likely  see  an  easing  of  the 
current  strong  feed  pea  demand.  Given  this 
scenario  producers  should  look  at  least  at  pricing 
enough  to  cover  cash  costs.  Once  the  bin  doors 
do  start  to  open  prices  could  easily  fell  back  to 
$4.25  per  bushel  given  our  large  production. 

Mustard  prices  are  currently  in  the  same  trading 
pattern  as  peas  but  should  be  on  a  firmer  demand 
base  with  less  downside  risk.  Currently  traders 
are  also  trying  to  get  previously  sold  orders  filled. 
Subsequently  we  have  seen  prices  strengthen 
especially  for  brown  mustard.  Pricing  mustard  at 
this  time  is  advisable  since  these  should  cover 
cost  of  production.  The  carryover  demand  looks 
like  it  will  carry  through  and  therefore  a 
significant  drop  is  unlikely  in  the  near  future. 

The  canary  seed  and  lentil  markets  are  both  in  a 
wait  and  see  attitude.  The  inability  to  accurately 
predict  yield  levels  is  keeping  the  market 
relatively  quiet.  The  large  seeded  acreage  has 
initially  set  these  two  in  a  negative  mood.  Some 
canary  seed  bids  are  as  low  as  8  cents  per  pound. 
Very  little  trade  should  take  place  until  product  is 
actually  in  the  bin  when  yield  and  quality  can  be 
assessed.

Forage  Seed  Commentary 

Creeping  red  fescue  harvest  is  by  and  large 
complete  in  the  peace  country  with  yields  coming 
in  likely  a  little  better  than  400  pounds  with  good 
quality.  The  grass  seed  markets  look  like  they 
will  be  the  poor  cousin  this  year  as  compared  to 
outlooks  for  other  special  crops  and  grains. 
Producers  are  faced  with  bids  ranging  from  22-25 
cents  per  pound.  Unfortunately  there  appears  to 
be  little  in  the  foreseeable  future  to  improve 
prices  as  our  competitors  are  also  facing  average 
to  above  average  production. 

The  US  may  well  try  to  point  the  finger  at 
Canadian  grass  seed  growers  in  an  attempt  to  lay 
blame  for  falling  prices.  The  usual  plan  of  attack 
is  to  target  subsidy  levels  however  in  this  case 
that  would  be  extremely  difficult  given  the  non 
existent  direct  government  support  to  this  sector. 
We  will  continue  to  monitor  this  situation  since  an 
open  US  export  market  is  vital  to  the  grass  seed 
industry.

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SELLING  LAMBS  LIVE  OR  RAILGRADE 


If  you  sell  your  lambs  through  an  auction  mart  then  this  article  is  not  really  important 
to  you.  If  you  sell  your  lambs  to  Canada  West  Foods  then  you  should  read  this  article. 
Over  the  last  couple  of  years,  Canada  West  has  worked  hard  to  sell  sheep  producers  on 
its  concept  of  quality  lamb.  This  means  lambs  that  are  consistent  and  lean.  An  overfat 
or  under  finished  lamb  is  not  any  good  to  them.  Changes  in  the  lamb  market  have  made 
it  necessary  for  Canada  West  to  bid  on  lambs  on  a  live  weight  basis  this  fall.  It  is  very 
important  to  think  about  this  marketing  choice  and  how  it  can  benefit  you. 

Dressing  percent  is  defined  as  the  carcass  weight  over  liveweight.  Lambs  tend  to  have 
an  average  dressing  percentage  of  48%  which  falls  to  47%  or  lower  as  they  get  older.  As 
a  lamb  gets  older,  its  viscera  (guts)  and  pelt  make  up  a  larger  percentage  of  its  body 
weight.  As  this  happens  its  dressing  percentage  decreases.  Also  it's  important  to  point  out 
that  as  an  animal  gets  fatter,  its  dressing  percentage  increases.  Although  we  want  animals 
to  have  a  good  dressing  percentage,  it's  possible  to  have  to  much  of  a  good  thing.  When 
you  sell  your  lambs  railgrade,  if  they  dress  over  48%  then  you  are  going  to  make  extra 
money  versus  selling  them  live. 

The  new  lamb  classification  system  is  now  in  place.  Lambs  are  classified  or  graded 
by  Agriculture  Canada,  not  Canada  West  Foods.  Once  the  lamb  has  been  graded,  Canada 
West  will  buy  it  based  on  a  pricing  grid  that  we  all  have  seen  at  one  time  or  another.  This 
method  of  payment  can  produce  a  complicated  grading/  payment  slip.  It  also  produces  a 
lot  of  very  useful  information  for  you  as  a  sheep  producer.  Some  of  the  information 
provided  includes  the  carcass  conformation  score  (muscling  score),  the  G.R.  measurement 
(carcass  fat  content),  carcass  weight  and  price  paid  per  kg  for  the  carcass.  You  as  a  sheep 
producer  now  know  if  you  lambs  were  over  fat  or  under  finished.  Also  you  have  an  idea 
if  your  rams  are  giving  your  lambs  a  desirable  conformation.  In  some  cases,  the  payment 
for  your  lambs  may  be  reduced  by  how  they  graded.  If  the  lamb  is  under  finished  or 
overfat,  you  will  be  payed  less  for  it.  This  is  irritating,  but  why  should  Canada  West  pay 
full  price  for  an  inferior  lamb?  But  on  the  other  hand,  it's  great  to  finally  be  paid  a 
premium  for  the  high  quality  lambs  we  produce.  When  you  produce  an  inferior  product 
you  will  be  payed  accordingly. 

If  you  have  confidence  in  the  lambs  you  produce,  then  it's  to  your  advantage  to 
railgrade  them.  You  will  make  more  money.  Next  month  I  will  show  how  railgrading 
some  lambs  netted  me  more  money.

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Federal  Regulations  on 

New  gun  control  regulations  came 
into  effect  January  1,   1993.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  some  of 
the  pertinent  regulations  on 
rifles  and  shotguns: 

Storage 

1)  A  rifle  or  shotgun  must  be 
stored  unloaded.  "Unloaded", 
means  that  cartridges  are  not  in 
the  breech,  chamber  or  magazine. 

2)  The  firearm  must  be  made 
inoperable  by: 

a)  a  lock  that  prevents  the  gun 
from  being  fired, 

b)  removal  of  the  bolt,  or 

c)  storage  in  a  locked 
container  or  room.     The  room  or 
container  must  be  constructed  so 
that  it  cannot  readily  be  broken 
open. 

3)  Cartridges  can  not  be  stored 
with  a  rifle  or  shotgun,  unless 
they  are  stored  in  a  locked 
container  or  room. 

4 )  Requirements  described  in  2) 
and  3)   above  do  not  apply  when  a 
rife  or  shotgun  is  stored 
temporarily  to  control  predators 
or  other  wild  animals. 

Transportation 

1)     A  rifle  or  shotgun  can  be 
transported  in  a  vehicle  or  other 
means  of  conveyance,  only  if  the 
firearm  is  unloaded.     A  firearm 
is  considered  loaded  if  it  has 
ammunition  in  the  breech,  chamber 
or  magazine.     However,  cartridges 
may  be  carried  in  a  magazine  that 
is  not  attached  to  the  firearm.

Rifles  and  Shotguns 

2)  A  rifle  or  shotgun  may  be 
left  in  a  vehicle  that  is  not 
attended  only  if  the  firearm 

a)  is  unloaded  and  not  visible 
from  outside  the  vehicle,  and 

b)  the  vehicle  or  trunk  that 
contains  the  firearm  is  locked. 

"Attended  vehicle"  means  that  the 
vehicle  is  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  a  person  who  is  18 
years  of  age  or  older,  or  a  minor 
who  has  a  permit . 

Firearms  Acquisition  Certificate 

An  FAC  is  required  to  purchase  or 
acquire  rifles  and  shotguns.  An 
FAC  is  not  required  to  sell  or 
possess  firearms. 

An  FAC  can  be  obtained  by  making 
an  application  to  the  RCMP.  The 
fee  for  a  new  application  is  $50, 
while  a  renewal  costs  $25.  An 
FAC  is  valid  for  5  years. 

The  Canadian  Firearms  Safety 
Course  must  be  successfully 
completed  before  you  can  renew  an 
FAC  or  obtain  a  new  FAC.  This 
requirement  applies  to  everyone, 
regardless  of  age  or  experience. 
Once  you  have  passed  the  course, 
you  will  not  have  to  take  it 
again  to  renew  an  FAC. 

The  Canadian  Firearms  Safety 
Course  includes  about  8  hours  of 
instruction  and  requires  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  a 
test.     The  test  can  be  taken 
without  the  course,  but  most 
people  will  not  pass  without 
benefit  of  instruction.  The 
course  costs  about  $100,  although 
fees  vary  because  the  course  is 
taught  by  private  instructors.

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ALBERTA  SHEPHERDS  RECOGNITION 


The  recognition  awards  from  the  Alberta  Sheep  Breeders  were  presented  at 
the  All  Canada  Sheep  Classic  held  in  Olds  on  June  10  &  11,  1994. 

I  would  like  to  nominate  Ray  Turner  for  the  Alberta  Shepherds  Recognition  Award. 

Mr.  Turner  contributed  substantially  to  the  development  of  the  sheep  industry  in 
both  Alberta  and  B.C. 

Some  of  his  achievements  are  listed  below: 

(1)  While  president  of  the  Dawson  Creek  Sheep  Breeders  Association  he 
submitted  briefs  to  the  B.C.  Government  -  which  resulted  in  the 
establishment  of  the  first  community  sheep  pasture  in  B.C.  (1971)  in  the 
Sunset  Prairie  Grazing  Reserve.  This  pasture  is  no  longer  used  by  the  sheep 
industry,  however  much  of  reserve  work  done  then  has  resulted  in  sheep 
producers  now  being  paid  to  graze  forestry  projects  and  hydro  right  of  way. 

(2)  In  the  early  1970's  Ray  was  one  of  the  organizers  and  vice-president  of  the 
Peace  River  Lamb  Association.  This  group  served  both  B.C.  and  Alberta 
producers  by  coordinating  lamb  shipments,  shearing,  etc.  Due  to  Mr. 
Turner's  efforts  and  salesmanship  the  P.R.L.A.  pioneered  air  shipments  of 
locally  grown  and  slaughtered  lamb  to  Safeway  and  Woodward  stores  in 
Vancouver. 

(3)  While  selling  fresh  lamb  in  Vancouver  he  negotiated  with  Mr.  Raymond 
Wright,  New  Zealand  Trade  Commissioner  to  withhold  shipments  of  New 
Zealand  lamb  during  our  peak  selling  season. 

From  the  work  of  the  P.F.R.A.  came  the  initial  thrust  for  a  producer  owned 
slaughter  facility. 

(4)  Ray  was  asked  to  work  for  the  Alberta  Sheep  and  Wool  Commission  doing 
preliminary  work  for  Lamb  Processors  Co-op  as  well  as  publicity  to  sell 
shares  in  Alberta,  B.C.  and  Saskatchewan.  For  two  years  he  set  aside  his 
own  farming  to  do  this.  During  this  time  he  also  addressed  the  Banff  Sheep 
Symposium.  While  Lamb  Processors  Co-op  is  no  longer  producer  owned 
and  has  undergone  a  name  change  it  still  operates  and  serves  the  western 
Canadian  sheep  industry. 


(5)  In  1974  while  Chairman  of  the  B.C.  Sheep  Council,  Mr.  Turner  negotiated 
the  first  Farm  Income  Assurance  Plan  for  B.C.  producers,  guaranteeing  them 
cost  of  production. 

I  believe  that  Ray  Turner's  contribution  to  the  sheep  industry  in  both  Alberta  and 
B.C.  has  had  lasting  value  and  is  worthy  of  recognition.

Sheep  numbers  in  Canada  have  been  increasing  at  the  rate  of  about 
5%  per  year  in  the  last  few  years,     Inroads  are  slowly  being  made 
in  getting  space  on  the  shelves  of  supermarkets  for  fresh  lamb. 
However,     Canadian  lamb  still  accounts  for  only  45%  of  the 
domestic  consumption.     There  is  ample  room  for  import  replacement 
as  well  as  a  greater  share  of  the  red  meat  market.    Few  hotels 
and  restaurants  feature  Canadian  lamb  on  their  menus  and  the 
reason  given  is  that  uniform  cuts  are  not  always  available  nor 
can  fresh  lamb  be  supplied  every  month  of  the  year.     It  is  time 
to  address  these  issues. 

Numerous  studies  have  been  done  over  the  years  but  few 
recommendations  were  ever  implemented.    On  that  note,  the 
Canadian  Sheep  Federation  sought  input  from  all  major 
stakeholders  in  the  sheep  industry.     The  priorities  of  the 
industry  were  reviewed  and  assessed.     The  major  areas  evaluated 
were  production,  marketing,  wool,  research  and  the  sheep  producer 
organizations  themselves. 

In  order  to  raise  the  level  of  self-sufficiency,  more  lamb  must 
be  made  available  to  the  consumer  through  each  marketing  channel. 
The  basic  building  block  in  expanding  the  sheep  industry  in 
Canada  is  the  expansion  of  the  national  sheep  flock.  Producers 
have  to  adjust  production  and  management  to  be  more  competitive 
but  still  meet  market  requirements.    An  education  process  must  be 
put  in  place  to  show  producers  and  processors  the  benefits  of  the 
new  Canadian  lamb  carcass  classification.     Major  growth  in  the 
industry  will  only  come  about  when  high  quality,  uniform  size 
market  specific  lambe  can  be  delivered  on  a  regular  basis.

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Timely  marketing  is  a  key  factor  in  accessing  the  full  potential 
of  the  Canadian  lamb  market.     Year  round  marketing  benefits  the 
Canadian  industry  by  making  more  efficient  use  of  capital  and 
facilities.     Producer  income  would  not  only  rise  but  be  spread 
more  evenly  throughout  the  whole  year.     Ethnic  and  seasonal 
marketing  can  be  expanded  through  better  knowledge  of  these  niche 
markets.     Increased  sales  are  achieved  by  delivering  the  right 
product  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  buyer. 

In  recent  years  wool  has  often  been  regarded  as  a  cost  element  of 
sheep  production  rather  than  an  income  generating  commodity.  The 
production  of  good  quality  wool  along  with  better  preparation  and 
uniform  sorting  can  contribute  significantly  to  producer  revenue. 

Good  communication  between  researchers,  industry,  and  producers 
will  help  focus  on  the  industry's  needs,     Industry  must  have 
direct  input  into  setting  priorities  for  the  research  projects 
that  are  undertaken.     Mechanisms  are  needed  to  pass  on  new 
technology  to  producers  as  soon  as  it  is  available.  Technology 
transfer  must  be  facilitated  using  state  of  the  art  media  since 
publishing  budgets  are  shrinking  and  the  number  of  sheep 
specialists  is  declining. 

Producer  organizations  are  the  key  players  responsible  for 
developing  provincial  policy  on  production,  promotion  and 
marketing.     Strong,  well  funded  organizations  must  be  maintained 
to  improve  and  expand  the  sheep  and  wool  industry  at  the  producer 
level.     The  national  organization,  the  Canadian  Sheep  Federation, 
is  essential  in  developing  policy  on  such  national  issues  as  farm 
income  stabilization,  health  and  research,  trade,  genetic 
evaluation,  national  checkoff,  a  code  of  practice  for  raising  and 
handling  sheep,  and  all  other  national  matters  that  develop. 

An  action  plan  has  been  developed  for  each  of  the  above  areas 
giving  direction  and  describing  what  has  to  be  undertaken  to 
ensure  each  recommendation  is  carried  out.     The  next  step  in  the 
process  is  to  get  everyone  involved  in  implementing  the 
recommendations.     All  stakeholders  share  the  responsibility  of 
expanding  and  improving  the  sheep  and  wool  industry,  as  all  will 
benefit.     Competitiveness  is  the  key  wordl     The  success  of  the 
Strategy  depends  on  each  sector  understanding  the  objectives  and 
encouraging  each  other  e.g.  producers,  marketers,  packers, 
processors,  retailers,  etc  to  put  the  recommendations  into 
practice.
